GETTING THE MOST OUT OF 
OUR STREETS AND HIGHWAYS 

Co-operation between motorists 
and the observance of common-sense 
rules of the road will go along way 
toward increasing the efficiency of our 
streets and highways, according to 
the California State Automobile As- 
sociation which points out that the 
capacity of the highways to carry traf- 
fic is cut down materially by the 
driving habits of certain motorists. 

If drivers would universally pract- 
ice a number of fundamental driving 
rules they would not only facilitate 
their own progress but would help 
the fellow motorists get more quickly 
to their destination, the Automobile 
\ssociation said. 

One of the elementary prinicpals 
which the Association would have 
motorists observe is that of making 
turns at street intersections in the 
proper manner. The moorists who 
intends making a left turn should get 
into the traffic lane nearest the center 
of the street as the intersection is 
approached. The turn to the left 
should be executed when the car is at 
a point just to the right of the but- 
ton marking the center of the iner- 
sectiion. he motorists intention of 
turning should, of course, be indicat- 
ed by the proper hand signal given 
continuously for a distance of 50 feet. 

In making a right turn the motorist 
should get into the traffic lane near- 
‘est the curb as the intersection is ap- 
lproached and the turn should be 
lmade as close to the curb as is safe 
and practical Universal adoption 
of these two methods of turning at 
intersection would minimize interfer- 
ence with other traffic on the street 
and enable many more cars to use the 
same street space conveniently. 

The jractice of slow moving traffic 
‘to stick to the center traffic lanes on 
‘the open highway also interferes with 
‘the most efficient movement of ve- 
hicles over the road, the Association 
pointed out. This is noticeable even 
where wide super-highways have 
been marked by the highway commis- 
sion into four lances. If motorists 
traveling on the open highway will 
keep to the right as much as possi- 
ble they will leave the inside high-

There is also an image of a horned 
bull, conjectured to be the old Celtic 
god Rhein, who gave the famous Ger- 
man river its name. 


Notables of Athens 


Gathered in Agora 


The Agora in Athens, probably the 
richest prize of archeology today, was 
the most famous market forum in the 
world. A tourist, in the days of 
Herodotus, went to the Acropolis. 
But an Athenian went to the market 
place, the Agora, where he could buy 
flour, and olives, Hymettian honey in 
lieu of sugar, and currants from Cor- 
inth. Or he tarried and listened to 
homely snub-nosed Socrates standing 
in an arcade confusing an Athenian 
by a few cleverly selected questions. 

In the Agora Solon posted his laws 
which earned the perpetuation of his 
name in the word “solon” for lawmak- 
er. There Demosthenes delivered the 
famous orations against Philip of 
Macedonia. There Socrates stood 
stock gtill for 12 hours or more, while 
he thought out a new principle of phi- 
losophy. Also, it was through the 
Agora that the sharp-tongued cynic, 
Diogenes, wandered with a lantern, 
fruitlessly searching for an honest 
man. 


Sociable in Food Hunt 

English scientists insist the eels are 
the only residents of the water which 
ean hunt their food in company, work- 
ing in a pack as wolves do and rush- 
ing up a stream, eating all they meet 
or find, flesh, fowl or insect, devour- 
ing spawn and nosing out the small 
fry from their hiding places under the 
rocks and weeds along the banks. 

It has become a common expression 
among the scientists to speak of the 
eels as the wolves of the stream, 
counting them even worse than the 
pike, that dashing, big eater of the 
waters, tigerish in ferocity aud a) par- 
ently never full of food. These learned 
writers declure they have known a 
large number of eels to attack a vic- 
tin in mass formation, 
their number would be 
master of the situation.

the least bit of noise is made in the 
cavern, as for instance when a person 
speaks. In the daylight the worms 
look Hke common grubs.—Pathfinder |
